In claim 16, line 1, "10" is deleted and - - 12 - - is inserted after "claim" 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-10, filed 1 1 May 2009, with respect to the amended 
independent claims 1 and 12, have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous 
rejection of these claims and their dependents has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 7-17, 20, 21 and 23 are allowed over the Prior Art of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of independent claims 1 and 12 including the particular limitations recited of a 
liquid-free gas being received from an analyzing instrument after analysis of the liquid-free gas 
by the analyzing instrument regarding a fliel cell or in an arrangement for the analysis of 
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respiratory gases. The Prior Art does not teach this functional structural combination with the 
other recited elements in instant independent claims 1 and 12.
